The prevailing winds, or “trade winds” as so many 
ships in the 1600s and 1700s relied on for travel & trade routes, blow out of the northeast. Thus, with the Islands being to the northwest, 
would be “leeward” to Islands in the southeast. The term originated with early Spanish colonizers, and under later British control the 
name stuck.

The President was 
largely responsible for the introduction of a new article which would authorize official and private banks to circulate paper money and the 
first and only bank to do so was the Banco Central Emision de la Republica de Panama. The bank received the authority to circulate up to 
six million Balboas in banknote form, although a little less than half that number was released on October 2, 1941. The most fascinating 
aspect of this series was the incredibly short period of circulation, lasting over a week. This short stint was due to Dr. Ricardo Adolfo de 
la Guardia Arango becoming president in a cooperative with the United States. The new leadership quickly closed the bank and withdrew 
the notes from circulation, at the same time destroying the remaining stocks. The short circulation period resulted in the high rarity of the 
notes today, especially the higher denominations.

1919 was 
a turbulent and trying year for the newly formed Russian Soviet Republic: the White Army was still engaged in a bitter war of attrition 
with the Reds in the South of Russia, the British and American Expeditionary Forces were fighting alongside the Whites against the 
Bolsheviks in the North of Russia, and the Red Army steamrolled the White Army in Siberia. During the Russian Civil War, many regions 
and Provisional Governments issued currency before the State Bank of the R.S.ES.R. (later the State Bank of the U.S.S.R.) began issuing 
currency in 1921, which was implemented by Vladimir Lenins’ New Economic Policy. Lenin himself would describe the State Bank as 
a “bureaucratic paper game,’ and nothing more than a “Potemkin Village,” which Lenin meant was to make people believe the newly 
formed R.S.ES.R. was fairing quite well, when in reality it was not. 


This note is an anomaly of survival. Usually, just specimens of this type are typically encountered, which in themselves are rarely 
encountered, with PMG reporting grading just 7 specimens. This note is fully issued, with serial numbers and block numbers. At the 
time of cataloging, PMG reports a scant two issued notes graded by their service, both in the same VF 25 grades, however this one gained 
PMGss coveted EPQ designation. The Provisional Government seal is seen on the reverse of the note, which had only existed for around 
7 months: from the time of Tsar Nicholas II abdication of the throne on March 15, 1917 until the October Revolution of 1917, when the 
Bolsheviks gained full power and established a new government. 


This note is found with PMG’s EPQ designation, retaining fully original paper from 100 years ago. Two allegorical women are seen on the 
face of the note, one seated on square containing the denomination, with the other standing and holding an object. The number “50” can 
be counted an astounding 94 times on the face of the note, making up the border design and seen in each corner. A multicolored design 
is seen surrounding the “50” obligation at center, with detailed lathe work around it. 


It is a miracle this note was spared destruction during the revolution and later purges of material. This note will surely be the centerpiece 
of any collection of Russian paper money it enters, and its historical importance is second to none. If this note could talk, we can only 
imagine the stories it could tell and the history it has witnessed.

Microlithic tools have proven that Zanzibar 
has been home to humans for over 20,000 years. Zanzibar was formally under control by the Portuguese Empire during the exploration age, 
then the Sultanate of Oman, later the British Empire, then ruled as a constitutional monarchy under Sultan Jamshid bin Abdullah before 
the Zanzibar Revolution. However, it currently governs itself and is made up of the Revolutionary Council and House of Representatives. 
You do not need to know the entire history of Zanzibar to know how rare and special banknotes from the region are. The country was 
a trading point between the surrounding continents for many different imports and exports ranging from spices to slave trafficking. 
Zanzibar did not print its own money until 1908. Denominations released were 5, 10, 20, 50, and 100 Rupees. Of the notes printed from 
1908 to 1928, only around 500 are known to have survived. Fast forward nearly 100 years later, it is certain that number has decreased 
significantly. We are fortunate enough to offer a very rare, 1916, 10 Rupees banknote. 


The majority of known and previously offered examples have for the most part contained the 1908 or 1928 date, which compared to 1916, 
are common. This date is certainly missing from the majority of Zanzibar collections, of which there are few. While we have encountered 
a few 1928 examples, and an equal number of 1908 examples, we know of only 1 other 1916 example. This particular note has certainly 
seen some use with notes of “Foreign Substance, Rust, Writing in Pencil” on the PCGS holder, but bright inks pop through the holder and 
all pertinent detail required to please a collector remains. We believe this is the nicest 1916 date known, but due to the absence of data 
regarding the date-varieties, we of course cannot be certain.

b. In the case of non-certified coins and currency that have neither been examined by
